ST. PA-JL, Minn., Jan. 84.— Tho committee 


from the St. Paul chamber ot commerce has 
prepared a report, which will bo submitted 
to thut body, recommending memorials to 
the legislatures of "Wisconsin and Minnesota 
in favor of appropriations for a canal to con- 
nect tho waters ot Lake Superior and tho 
Mississippi. Tho roport is based on report* 
or engineers who have made surveys. Tho 
report says: "Throo routes woro surveyed by 
L, 1C. Stannard and R. R. Davis, one from 
Taylor's FalU by way of St. Crobc river to 
Naniokagou river, up this river and across 
tho summit to Whito river, and by that to 
tho lako. Another by tho St. Croix to TJp- 
por St. Croix lake, thocco across tbe summit 
to tbo Boisa B:-ulu river, thenco to tho lake. 
A third route :it St. Croix to A.ottlo river, up 
to Jlooso lake, and from Hanging Horns l:iku 
to Leffc-Hand river." 


Thoir conclusions were that tho small ap- 


proprin'.ion did not give them either time or 
niL'.-Liis to muko any accurate survey' of any 
rouui; that Hie Xamekagon route', 2M miles 
long, was objectionable on this account; that 
the' lirulu river was tho shortostand the bost, 
boing lli.j miles long, bnt liad tho disadvant- 
age of having no natural harbor at tho lake ; 
and the Kettle river route, about 200 miles 
long was tho most expensive of thu three, but 
haJ a good harbor already improved at Su- 
perior bay. 


A survey by Maj. J. C. Allen, of tiio 


United States engineers, has settled the prac- 
ticability of thi) scheaaa 
He says: "It can 


bo dono by construoKing u dam one nnlo 
abovo tho mouth of Moose creok, on tbo St.

miles across tho summit, and building a dam 
in town Jli, rnugo 10, across tho Brule rivor, 
high onough to raise tho wator to tho samo 
lieigiit as tho dam on tbo St. Croix, and you 
construct a lako thirty inilos long, affording 
uninterrupted nauigation across tho summit: 
for that distance, and utilizo tho waters of 
tun St. Croix and its branches and tho Brule, 
and the amount o£ water (15,!iOO cubic feet 
per minuto from the St Croix, and .'-,!#>'> 
from the Brule) is sufficient to pass vessels 
through locks seventy-live foot wide, SOO foc-t 
long, and twelve and one-half feot lift at tbe 
ra:o of three miles per hour, or seventy-two 
inilos in twonty-four hours at tho driest sea- 
son of the year."
